FINDS POLIOMYELITIS GERM

Baltim ore. March IB.— The organism 
which causes infantile paralysis has 
been found and cultivated and the 
connection previously suspected, but 
not proved, has been demonstrated be­ 
tween syphilis and general paresis, ac­ 
cording to announcements made pubiio 
for the first time at Johns Hopkins 
h<.>spltal. 
The announcements were made by 
their discoverers, respectively Dr. Si­ 
mon Flexner, director of the Rocke­ 
feller institute for scientific research, 
New York City, and Dr. Hldeyo No­ 
guchi of the same institution.

Flexner told 
the audience of medical men that tho 
organism which is the cause of Infan­ 
tile paralysis was one of the smallest 
which had ever been identified.

chosen speaker the power to appoint 
the committees of the house and con­ 
ferred it upou a committee. 
There has 
been a 
further development of the 
idea by the progressive element in the 
Democratic party. 
They 
decided as soon as it was 
known that the Democrats would con­ 
trol the senate that there should bo a 
more equitable distribution of the com­ 
mittee places so that tho control of 
legislation should not be In the hands 
of a very few un*n. as has been the case 
In times past. 
It was decided that no 
man should have a place on any two 
leading committees of the senate. 
It 
has been on account of doubling honors 
upon a few seniors that power has 
rested In a few hands. 


Hous e Goes Farther. 
The house, which has alw ays been 
more liberal In the distribution of com­ 
mittee honors, has gone much further 
than the senate and by caucus resolu­ 
tion lias provided that no man who is 
a member of a dozen of the first and 
most 
important 
committees 
of 
the 
house can be a member of any other 
committee. 
These 
committees 
are 
ways nml means, agriculture, appro­ 
priations. banking and currency. Dis­ 
trict of Columbia, foreign affairs. Judi­ 
ciary. interstate and foreign commerce, 
m ilitary 
affairs, 
naval 
affairs, 
post- 
offices and rivers and harbors. 


Many Members Affected. 
A very large number of Democrats 
In the house w ill feel the effect of the 
new rule, several of whom arc chair­ 
men of committee«. 
Though the chair­ 
manships are not very Important, some 
of them often handle business of In ­ 
terest to the country. 
At least 120 
Democrats will have to surrender their 
places on small committees in order to 
remnin members of the more Unpor 
tant committees. 
The object of the 
change is to give all the new members 
committee assignments.

On motion it was decided that the 
commission should draft an amend­ 
ment to the city charter in compli­ 
ance with the recent petitions pre­ 
sented and the preparing of the 
amendment was referred to the chart­ 
er commission attorney to prepare aud 
present at a subsequent meeting. 
The attorney was given permission 
to employ a stenographer 
On motion a committee of three, 
Including the president, was appoint 
ed to report at the next meeting the 
sub-committees 
needed 
and 
their 
special duties, each committee to de­ 
vote its time to examining certain 
sections of the present city cnarter. 
On this committee were appointed 
Messrs. Zapffe, Hemstead and Hal- 
sted. 
As the council rooms will be in 
use by another organization next 
Friday evening, the board adjourned 
to Thursday evening, March 20. 
C. H. Paine presented the report 
of the committee appointed to inves­ 
tigate the city’s annual receipts and 
disbursements, which was accepted 
and placed on ii ie and the secretary 
ordered to have prepared 15 type­ 
written copies for the use of the 
members. 
The reports states: 
“ Your committee appointed to fur­ 
nish statement of receipts and dis­ 
bursements of the city for the last 
year beg leave to make the following 
report. 
“ We did not understand that it
